Home Pacific Coaat History Be- 


peated. 


A member of the Legislature of Cali- 


fornia in 1861 writes to the New To:k 
Tribune showing how California was 
saved to the Union that year. He sayn: 


California was saved from an attempt 


at secession by the foresight and prompt 
and prudent action of President Liu 
coin. Shortly after bin inauguration he 
commissioned General E. V. Stunner 
aud ordered him to repair to California 
ana relieve General Sydney Johnson, 
then in command of the Pacific Depart- 
ment. Snmner went aboard the steamer 
in New York incognito, and his de- 
partnru was not known publicly until he 
bad reached bis destination. Reaching 
the Golden (jute at midnight, he com- 
manded the Captain of the steamer to 
come to anchor in the harbor until dav- 
licht, while the General took a small 
boat and went ashore. Calling upon 
Johnson nt his lodgings at the Oriental 
Hotel he informed the latter that be had 
been appointed bis successor. Johnson 
••epliecl that if he would call upon him 
at headquarters in the morning the de- 
partment would bo turned over to him. 
Sumuer, producing 
his commission, 


said to Johnson: "There is the author- 
ity, under which I am directed to take 
command of the Department of the Pa- 
cific, and I insist upon being placed in 
possession here and now." The trans- 
fer was then made, and tiie news sent 
by telegraph all over the State the fol- 
lowing morning, aud navcr was a set of 
men so cbopfallen as were the Seces- 
sionists, both in and out of the Legisla- 
ture. Lincoln, Gum-rul Scott ami a Re- 
publican Congress were bitterly de- 
nounced f»r the gross outrage upon the 
nbove General. Upon repairing to the 
barracks General Sumuer fonud thou- 
sands of arms and accoutrements stored 
there, of which no loyal man in the 
Slate had any knowledge. The pre- 
sumption w.is th it they were the quota 
which had been sent to California in the 
grand distribution of President Buchan- 
an's Cabinet preparatory to the organi- 
zation of 
the 
rebellion, 
aud 
thut 


General Johnson 
had been placrd 


in command with instructions to aid 
in 
carrying 
ttie 
State 
into 
re- 


bellion. This secret was undoubtedly 
in the possession of the Democratic 
members of tbe Legislature. General 
Sumuer at once reshipped the surplus 
arms and ammunition to Washington, 
where they were so much needed in the 
early days of the war, and General 
Johnston went to Southern California, 
where Hancock has been reported to 
nave been stationed, organized a com- 
pany of secession sympathizers, stole 
an equipment of arms trom the State, 
inarched across the continent, joined 
the Confederate army and was killed at 
the battle of Shiloh. That was how 
California was saved to the Union, and 
in the aff.ur General Hancock took no 
part, nor was he known there then ns a 
man of any prominence, if known at all.

latter. 
Twelve seconds latter a pillar of 


water, in which beams and fragments of 
timber could be distinguished, 
was 


thrown np where the Burbarossa was 
anchored. The bow of the latter was 
seen to sink, and in nbont six minutes 
the hull disappeared altogether below 
the surface of the water. 
The torpedo 


had done i's work, and had torn a hole 
abont fonr square yards in size in the 
bottom of the last -remaining repre- 
sentative of the German fleet.
